A learned w riter upon the la w of usury says, “ T h e word u s­ 


u ry it enid to d erire its etym o lo g y from usu and <r»-a, the U4C of 
m oney. 
It m u st not, how ever, be hence understood, that usury 


can exist only in pecuniary translations. 
T h e taking of use for 


other tilings, as w ell a t money, com es w ith in the notion of ш н 


ry.” 
W h e n the bible w as translated, this w as Ihe co m m o n 


m eaning of the te r m ; and it is probable that the w ord in iir e it, 


in our u*e of it, w as then u n k n o w n . 
U tury, throughout our 
translation ol the scripture*, m eans only interest, or som ething 


paid for the u«c of a thing, w hether the rate was one p er cent, 


a year, or fifty. 
Johneon gives the sam e definition to ths word. 


By th e law of Moses, the H ebrew s w ere oxpressly forbidden to 


take u sury of each other ; that Is, they w ere not p erm iued, un ­ 


der the severeat penalties and curses, to receive a com pensaiion 


for anytbing borrowed fro.11 a needy person of their o w n nation. 


T h ey w ere perm itted to take usury o f 
; and tha raie, 


in this case, w as not limited. 
All the censures and a n ath em as 
throughout the old test nient, against taking usury, apply sole­ 


ly to the H ebrew nation, and refer to taking any thing for Ihe 


use of m oney, or seed corn, or other articles lent to each other. 


T h e y have not the least force with m , as G en t les and C h rist­ 


ia n s; nnd il they had, they w ould he equally im perative ngainsl 


taking six per cent., or even one p er cent., as ogainst taking 
tw enty fiv e . 
T h e Hebrews w ere not я IrRding nation, therefore 


had no occasion to borrow m oney on a long term , or indeed to 
borrow anything, unless they w ere poor and needy. 
In such a 


cnse, taking any com jiensation for the use w as condem ned as 
oppression. 


T h e reader need only consult C ru d e n ’s concordance, a book 


w hich every religious person should possess, to discover the 


scriptural m eaning and application of the word usury. 
There, 


under this word, it is said, anio.ig other things, “ By usury i§ 


generally understood the gain o f any thing above the principal, 


or that w hich w as lent, exacted only in consideration of the 


loan, w hether it be in m oney, corn, w ire s , or the like.” —See 
Exodus, xxii, 25, 26. 
Leviticus, xxv, 35, 36 37. 
Neh. v A, 7 . 


“ T his law, (says Crudeii,) forbids the taking of usury from a 


brother that w as poor, an Israelite reduced to poverty, o r from 
a proselyte.
